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Robert  H.  Shields,  then  Administrator  of  the  Production  and  i-krketing  Administra- 
tion and  President  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  said  in  a  recent  address, 
"It  is  an  anomaly  in  our  Americar!  farm  scene  that  rural  areas  in  many  instances 
are  less  healthful  than  our  croivded  cities.    There  is  no  excuse  for  it  in  nature. 
The  reason  lies  in  our  human  failure  to  move  as  rapidly  in  rural  areas  as  in  ur- 
ban to  provide  the  man-made  facilities  for  health  that  our  civilization  r equires. 
Real  parity  of  income  betvreen  rural  ar^d  urban  areas  v.-'ill  do  much  to  correct  the 
disparity.    Pending  the  achievement  of  that  goal,  however,  v/e  must  seek  constant- 
ly at  all  levels — local.  State,  and  national— through  education  and  direct  finan- 
cial aid  to  improve  rural  health  and  sanitation  services." 

You  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  especially  those  of  you  who  work 
with  Farm  Security  Administration,  are  deeply  interested  in  the  problems  of  rural 
health.
